A STRICKEN CITY, 


Another Quake Sweeps Over 
Charleston During the Night. 
Twenty-Nine Burial Permits Ib 
Well This Morning, 


Army Tents Furnished by the War 
Department for the Homeless. 


Tuesday Night’s Disaster and Scenes of 
Horror Graphically Described. 


A Relief Train Started for Charleston— 
Seven-Eighths of the Buildings Wrecked 
or Damaged—The Panic-Stricken Peo- 
ple Slowly Recovering—Searching in 
the Ruins for the Dead and Wounded— 
The Colored People Greatly Excited 
and Praying, Preaching and Singing 
Day and Night—A Relief Fund for the 
Sufferers. 


CHARLESTON, S. O., September 2.—The last 
earthquake shock was experienced here at 
11:50 last night, since which time there have 
been no vibrations. The people are just be- 
ginning to pick up courage to come out. Ef- 
forts are being made to clear paths 
through the streets for the pas- 
sage of vehicles and pedestrians, and 
the city once more beging to show some 
signs of life. Fortwo long days and nights of 
horror, women and children have been camp- 
ing out in the parks and squares. The earth- 
quake has swept over the city like a besom of 
destruction, and Charleston is laid down in 
the dust. It is impossible to give any correct 
estimate of the loss of life and damage to 
property forthetwo days and ‘nights. The 
people have done nothing but buddle on the 
squares, small detached relief parties goingion 
to dig out the dead trum the debris or succor 
the wounded. * 1 * 

SRARCHING FOR THE DEAD.» 

The first systematized effort to getat the facts 
isnow making. The list of the dead recog- 
nized and reported this morning at this time 
(Ila. m.) foots up to sixteen and the search 
has only commenced. The list of the wounded 
will go into the hundreds. About seven- 
eighths of the houses and public buildings in 
the city are either damaged or wrecked. 
even the historic St. Michael’s and St. Philip’s 
are so badly wrecked that it is feared they will 
have to be taken down. The waves from 9:55 
o’clock Tuesday night have been coming in 
about once every five or six hours. There 
has been none now for twelve hours and 
strong hopes are entertained that the horror 
is about over. 

ALARMING EFFECTS. 

Specials to the News and Courier, from points 
in Soutk Carolina ranging from the extreme 
northwest to the coast, report severe shocks 
of earthquake with more or less resulting 
damage to property, though without loss of 
| life so far as known. In Orangeburg people 
became so much alarmed that many moved 
to Columbia. Asthe details of the calamity 
in this city are gathered its effects become 
more and more alarming. It is feared also 
that much distress will prevail as by far the 
larger part of those whose property has been 
wrecked or seriously damaged belong to the 
poorer classes. 

RESTORING ORDER OUT OF CHAOS. 

The people are as cheerful as possible under 
the terrible circumstances and are trying to 
restore order out of chaos. The aggregate 
loss is expected to reach $3,000,000. The 
wharves, warehouses and business facilities 
of the city are generally unaffected by the 
catastrophe, and Charleston is as ready as 
ever for the transaction of business. 

OFFICIAL TOTAL OF DEATHS. 

The official total of deaths is thirty-three. 
The wounded will probably number 100. Busi- 
ness is still suspended, the whole attention of 
the people being given to providing for refuge 
and making residences safe. Bricklayers have 
advanced their rates to $6 a day. 

STILL APPREHENSIVE. 

The City Council will meet to-morrow fo 
provide measures for relieving the poor. Ex- 
pressions of gratitude are heard on all 
sides for the assistance offered to Charleston, 
of which the suffering people will gladly avail 
themselves. A corrected list of deaths will be 
given later. There were shocks last night at 
8:30 and 11:15 p.m. All were light. Confi- 
dence is gradually returning, but much appre- 
hension is still felt.

RUIN AT CHARLESTON. 


Twenty-Nine Burial Permits Issued To-Day— 
Entire Population Sleeping Out-Doors.

WASHINGTON, September 2.—The following 
telegram was received from the Signal Service 
Corps Observer at Charleston, 8. C., at 11:30 
this morning: All quiet this morning. The 
last shock was felt last night at 11:55.

Twelve shocks were felt, all from eust to 
west. The numberof burial permits tssued 
up to 10 o’clock this morhing was twenty-nine. 
It is impossible to ascertain the number 
of wounded. The estimated dam- 
age to buildings is between

in the city escaped injury. The office building 
is very unsafe. The entire population are 
sleeping out of doors. The observers had a 
narrow escape. There is still t excite- 
ment, especially among the colored people, 
who are preaching, praying and singing day 
and night.’’

CHARLESTON IN CHAOS, 


Detailed Report of the Various Earthquake 
Shocks and the Night of Horror. 

CHARLESTON, S. O., September 1.—The com- 
positors of the News and Courier decline to 
work to-night, expecting fresh shocks of 
earthquake, and the paper cannot, therefore, 
issue to-morrow. The following article was 
prepared for publication in the News and 
Courier, and is telegraphed almost in the 
writer’s own words: 

Necessarily the description that can be given 
ofthe disaster which has befallen our city 
consists in the narration of the experiences 
and observations of an individual, and 
the subject being the same, and the 
experience of all being nearly alike 
the story told by one careful observer may 
well stand forahundred others, with slight 
variations. Probably the best idea that can 
be had of the character of the disturbance 
may be obtained from a narration of the 
events and scenes of Tuesday night as 
they were presented to a single person. While 
engaged in his usual duties inthe second- 
story room of the News and Courier office, at 
the time of the first shock, the writer’s atten- 
tion was vaguely attracted by asound which 
seemed to come from the office below, and 
which was supposed for a moment to be 
caused by the rapid rolling of a heavy body, 
as an iron safe ora heavily laden truck over 
the floor. Accompanying the sound there 
was 


A PERCEPTIBLE TREMOR 
ofthe building, not more marked, however, 
than would be caused by the passage ofa 
street car or dray along the street. For per- 
haps two or three seconds the occurrence ex- 
cited no surprise or comment. Then, dy 
swift degrees, or perhaps all at once, it is 
difficult to say which, the sound deepened in 
volume, the tremor became more decided, the 
ear cavght the rattle of window sashes, gas 
fixtures and other loose objects. The men 
in the office, with perhaps a simultaneous 
flash of recoliections of the disturb- 
ance of the Friday before, glanced hurriedly 
at each other, and sprangto their feet, with 
startled questions and answers: ‘‘What is 
that, earthquake?’’ and then all was bewilder- 
ment and confusion. Then the long roll 
deepened and spread into an awful roar that 
seemed to pervade at once the troubled earth, 
and the still air above and around. The 
tremor was now a rude, rapid quiver, that 
agitated the whole lofty, strong-walled build- 
ing as though it were being shaken by the 
hand of an immeasureable power with intent 
to tear its joints asunder and scatter its stones 
and bricks as a tree casts its o’er-ripened fruit 
before the breath ofthe gale. There was no 
intermission in the vibrations of the mig&ty 
subterranean engine. From the first to the 
last it was a continuous jar, only adding force 
at every moment, and as it approached and 
reached the climax of its manifestations it 
seemed for a 

FEW TERRIBLE SBOONDS 
that no work of human hands could possibly 
survive the shock. 

The floors were heaving under foot, the sur- 
rounding walls and partitions visibly swayed 
to and fro, the crash of falling masses of stone 
and brick and mortar was heard ‘overhead, 
and without the terrible roar filled the ears 
and seemed to fill the mind and heart, dazing 
perception, bewildering thought and for a 
few panting breaths, or while you held your 
breath in dreadful anticipation of immediate 
and cquel death. you felt that life was already 
past aad waited for the end 
as the victim with his head on the block 
awaits the fall of the uplifted ax. It 
is not given to any man to look in the face of 
the destroyer and yet live, but it ig little to 
say that the group of strong men who shared 
the experience above faintly described, will 
carry with them the recollection of that su- 
preme moment to their dying day. None ex- 
pected to escape. A sudden rush was simul- 
taneously made to endeavor to attain the open 
air and flee to a place of safety, but before the 
door was reached all reeled together to the 
tottering wall and stopped, feeling that 
HOPE WAS IN VAIN, 
that it was only a question cf death within the 
building or without, to be buried by the sink- 
ing roof or to be crushed by the toppling 
walls. The uproar slowly died away in seem- 
ing distance. The earth was still, and oh, the 
blessed relief of that stiliness. But how 
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shrieks, the cries of pain and tear, the pray- 
ers and wailings of terrified women and chil- 
dren, coming with the hoarse shouts of ex- 
cited men. Out in the street the air was filled 
to the height of the houses with a whitish 
cloud of dry, stifling dust from the lime and 
mortar and shattered masonry, which, fall- 
ing upon the pavement and stone roadways, 
had bven reduced to powder. Through this 
cloud, dense as a fog, the gaslights flickered 
dimly, shedding but little light, so that you 
stumbled at every step over the piles of 
brick, or became entangled in the lines of 
telegraph wires that depended in every 
direction from their broken supports. On 
every side were hurrying forms of men and 
women, bare-headed, partially dressed, some 
almost nude, and many of whom were crazed 
with fear or excitement, Herea woman is 
supported, half-fainting, in the arms of her 
husband, who vainly tries to soothe her 
while he carries her into the open space at the 
street corner, where present safety seems as- 
sured; there a woman lies on the pavement 
with upturned face and outstretched limbs, 
and the crowd passes her by for the time, not 
stopping to see whether she be 
ALIVE OR DEAD. 

A sudden light flares through a window over- 
looking the street. It becomes momentarily 
brighter, and the cry of fire resounds from the 
multitude. Arush is made toward the spot. 
A man is seen doubled up and helpless against 
the wall, but atthis moment somewhere out 
at sea, over head, deep in the ground is heard 
again the low ominous roll, which is already 
too well known to be mistaken. It grows 
louder and nearer, like the growl of a wild 
beast swiftiy approaching his prey, and is 
forgotten again in the frenzied rush for 
the open space, where alone there 
is hope for security, faint though 
it de. The tall buildings on either hand blot 
out the skies and the stars, and seem to over- 
hang every foot of ground between them; 
their shattered copings, tops of their frowning 
walls, seemed piled from both sides tothe 
center of the street. It seems that a touch 
would now send the shattered masses left 
standing down uponthe people below, who 
look upon them and shrink together as the 
tremor of the earthquake again passes under 
them, and the mysterious reverberations 
swell and roll along like some infernal drum 
beat summoning them to die, and it passes 
away, and again is experienced the blessed 
feeling of deliverance from impending calam- 
ity, which it may well be believed evokes a 
mate but earnest offering of mingled prayer 
and thanksgiving from every heart in the 
throng. 

Again, far along the street and up from the 
alley-ways that lead into it, is heard that 
chorus of wailing and lamentation which, 
though it had not ceased, was scarcely no- 
ticed a moment before. It is a dreadful 
sound, the sound of helpless, horror-stricken 
humanity, old and young, the strong and the 
feeble alike, where all are so feeble, calling 
for help from their fellow-creatures, and 
raising their voices in petition to heaven for 
mercy, where no human aid could avail. It 
is not a scene to be described by any mortal 
tongue or pen. It is not a scene to be for- 
gotten when once it has been witnessed, and 
when the witness has shared all its dangers 
and feels all its agony. 

IN RUINS. 

The first shock occurred at 9:53, as was in- 
dicated this morning by the public clocks, the 
hands on all of which had stopped atthat fatal 
hour, as though to mark the end of time for 
80 many who had heard the preceding hour 
pealed forth by St. Michael’s chimes without 
a thought but of a long and happy life. The 
second shock, which was but a faint and crisp 
echo of the first, was felt eighteen minutes 
later. As it passed away the writer started 
homeward, to find the scenes enacted on 
Broad street around the News and Courier of- 
fice repeated atevery step of the way. St. 
Michael’s steeple towered high and white 
above the gloom, seemingly uninjured. The 
station house, a massive brick building across 
the street, had apparently lost its roof, which 
had fallen around it. A little farther on the 
roofof a portion ofthe Hibernian Hall, a 
handsome building inthe Grecian style, had 
crashed to the ground, carrying down part 
of the massive granite pillars with it. All 
the way up the street, which, in respect of its 
general directness and importance, may be 
called the ‘‘Broadway of Charleston,’’ the 
roadway was piled with debris from the tops 
ofthe walls. In passing the Charieston Hotel, 
which, to carry out the comparison above 
indicated, occupies the position of Stewart’s 
up-town store in New York, the third shock 
was felt, about ten minutes after the second, 
and, of course, caused the greatest alarm in 
that neighborhood and elsewhere. At Ma- 
rion Square, corresponding exactly with Union 
Square, New York, agreat crowd had collected, 
as even the edges of the wide spaces em- 
braced in it could not be reached by the 
nearest buildings in the event of their fall. 


BLAZING DEBRIS. 
From this crowd, composed of men, women 
and children of both races, arose incessant 
calls and cries and lamentations, while over 
the motley half -dressed throng was shed the 
lurid light of the conflagration which had 
broken out just beyond the square immedi- 
ately aftér the first shock, and had now wholly 
enveloped several buildings in flames. In 
three other quarters of the town, at the same 
time, similar large fires were observed under 
full headway,and the awful significance of 
the earthquake may be most fully appre- 
ciated, perhaps, when it is said that with 
these tremendous fires blazing up all at once 
around them, and threatening the city with 
total destruction, the people whom you met 
onthe streets or saw gathered together in 
groups in the open places evidently did not 
give them athought. No one heeded the rud- 
dy flames or the pillars of cloud rising high 
into the still night air. All were too intent on 
listening with strained senses forthe dreaded 
recurrence of that terrible growl or groan 
of the power under the sea and 
under the land to give a thought to the 
new terror, though it had threatened his own 
home, and many homes in the doomed city. 
The crowds poured in from every direction to 
the square just described, as though it had 
been indeed a charmed circle and life depend- 
ed on passing within its grassy bounds.

CHARLESTON. 


Description of the Historic and Beauti- 
ful City now in Ruins. 


Charleston, which is one of the oldest cities 
ofthe South, was founded in 1677. Its build- 
ings,many of which are more than 150 years of 
age, are most qualutly picturesque and the 
destruction of any one of them is a loss of 
much more than its mere commercial value. 
The city is on a neck of ground between the 
Ashley and Coopee Rivers. They unite and 
form a bay immediately in front of the city. 
The town is nine feet above the water level 
at high tide. The town is very regularly 
built and extends about three miles 


in length and one and a half in width, with a 
water front of nine miles. Across the mouth 
of the harborasandbar extends, affording, 
however, two entrances, which are defended 
by Forts Peckney, Sumter and Moultrie, all 
rich in historical story. St. Michael’s Church 
(Episcopal) is a remarkable structure, with a 
steeple 180 feet high and a chime of bells 
which were imported from England in 1764. 

Along the Battery, as that portion of the 
city looking out to sea is called, are houses 
green with the moss of years, and scarred by 
the shots of four bombardments. 

In 1776 Col. Moultrie successfully defended 
the place against the attack of the British 
squadron. This fight was the occasion of the 
gallant act of Sergt. Jasper, known to every 
school boy. Afterthe flag was shot away the 
Sergeant, in the hottest fire, mounted the 
fortifications and replaced the flag 
on a gun-swab. A bronze statue 
commemorates his 
deed. Sir Henry Clinton again bombarded the 
town in 178%, when it was surrendered to the 
British. On April 12, 186], it participated in 
the bombardment of Fort sumter, and in 1886 
successfully withstood the attack of Amiral 
—— and his fleet of nine Federal iron- 
clads. 

The principal public buildings of Charleston 
are the new Custom-house, the City Hall, the 
Court- house, the Oitadel, the Acad- 
emy of Music owned by the veteran actor 
John Owens, the Orphan Asylum and the Arse- 


nal. The Custom-honse is a hand- 
some edifice, built of granite 
and white marble, Charleston is 


a port of entry and is the largest commercial 
coast cityoftheSouth. The chief articles of 
export are cotton, rice, phosphate, naval 
stores and lumber. 

The population is placed at about 60,000. 
The city during the past dozen years has been 
growing rapidly in size and commercial im- 
portance.

THE PRINCE OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCES HIS 
RETURN TO BULGARIA. 


the Prince’s Action--Status of the Bul- 


Press~Attempt of Strikers in Spain to 
Blow Up a Meeting of Employers—Foreign 
News. 


PHILIPPOPOLIS, September 2.—The city is 
gaily decorated in honor of the return of 
Prince Alexander to Bulgaria, and crowded 
with visitors come to join the citizens in cele- 
brating the event. An enthusiastic popular 
demonstration was held yesterday infront of 
the British Consulate in honor of Prince 
Alexander and a counter demonstration in 
favor of the revolutionists was at the same 
time held in front of the Russian Consal- 
ate. 

NO COMPROMISE FOR RUSSIA. 

St. PETERSBURG, September 2.—Gen. P. 
Vannovoski, Minister of War, has returned to 
St. Petersburg. The Novoe Vremya says that 
Russia must either occupy Bulgaria and sup- 
pressthe anarchy prevailing therein and re- 
store order, or leave the country to anarchy 
for an indefinite period. Russia's dignity 
could never admit compromise as possible. 
GERMANY’S RELATIONS WITH RUSSIA. 

BERLIN, September 2.—The North German 
Gazette, referring to the articles of the Ultra- 
montane and Liberal press regarding Prince 
Alexander, says: Germany, unless she forth- 
with declared war against Russia, could only 
protest against any further interference with 
Alexander, or, perhaps, against Russia 
taking further steps in the direction of 
Constantinople. Russia would energetically 
repel the insinuation of such an intention, and 
Germany’s friendly relations with Russia 
would beended. It must be remembered that 
war would be the logical development of such 
asituation. Nobody doubts that the Ultra- 
montane and Liberal policy is fraught with 


imminent danger to Germany. One 
must either stand to the policy of the 
Government or plunge the Empire into 


interminable war. We hear that the commer- 
cial convention between Germany and Spain 
has been signed and that the Reichstag will 
soon be summoned to ratify it. Opportunity 
wil then be affordéd to stigmatize before the 
country the reckless frivolity of the empire's 
foes who attempt to handle its foreign politics. 
ALEXANDER TO THE CZAR. 

ST. PETERSBUKG, September 2.—On August 
30 Prince Alexander sent the following tele- 
gram tothe Czar through the Russian Consul 
at Rustchuk: 

„Sim: Having resumed the government of 
Bulgaria, I venture to offer your Imperial 


Majesty my most respectful thanks 
for the action of your Consul at 
Rustchuk, whose official presence at my 


reception showed to the Bulgarians that 
Russia did not approve of the revolution, an 
act directed at my person. Ialsothank your 
Imperial Majesty for dispatching Prince Dol- 
goroukias Envoy Extraordinary to Bulgaria. 
My first act on resuming power is to assure 
your majesty of my firm intention to make 
every sacrifice to forward your majesty’s 
magnanimous intention to extricate Bulgaria 
from the grave crisis through which she is 
passing. I beg of your Majesty that you will 
authorize Prince Dolgorouki to place himself 
in communication with myselfas speedily as 
possible. Ishall be happyto give your Maj- 
esty decided proofs of my unalterable devo- 
tion to your august person. Monarchial prin- 
ciples compelled me to restore the legality of 
my crown in Bulgaria and Roumelia. Russia 
having given me my crown, itisin the hands 
of Russia's sovereign,Iam ready to render 
3 

The Czar replied to Prince Alexander as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Icannot approve of your return to 
Bulgaria, forseeing for it sinistsr conse- 
quences for the country, already so sorely 
tried. The mission of Prince Dolgorouki has 
become inexpedient. I shall abstain, so long 
as you remain in Bulgaria from any interven- 
tion in the sad condition to which the country 
isreduced. Your Highness must decide your 
own course. [ reserve to myself to judge 
what my father’s venerated memory, the in- 
terests of Kussia, and the peace of the East re- 
quire of me. 

THE CZAR’S MENACING REPLY. 
PARIs, September 2.—The publication of the 


correspondence between the Czar and 
Prince Alexander has created a great 
sensation in political circles here.

At the former brewery Mr. Lemp 
called his employes into the office yesterday 
afternoon and told them he had heard rumors 
of astrike. Men had already left the employ 
of other brewers and for no cause. The 
men before him would be asked to 
join these idie fellows, and for 
no better cause than the mouthings of paid 
agitators. He reminded them of the long 
course of friendly association he had had with 
most of his employes, and the good feeling 
that had always existed between them, 
The memory of that should deter 
them from taking any action that 
would be injurious to themselves or 
tohim. They had never complained to him 
that a wrong existed but he had been ready to 
right it. If they now had any grievances he 
was willing to listen to them. But he had a 
grievance that they must right. Some of 
the men before him belonged to an association 
which had wrongfully instituted 
a boycott on two brewers, 
and maliciously maintained itin spite of the 
well known wrong of its beginning. Now, if 
those men wish to remain in his employ, they 
must either withdraw from that union, 
or induce the union to abandon the 
boycott. It was an insult to him that his em- 
ploves should be concerned in such annoyance 
of a brother brewer, and he would not submit 
to it longer. 

Mr. Lemp’s words were received in silence, 
but after he had finished several of the men 
who, it was presumed, spoke for all, said he 
was right, and they would go to the union and 
see that the boycott was removed. 

WAS SATISFIED WITH THAT,“ 

said Mr. Lemp this morning when he was talk- 
ing to a reporter about the occurrence. ‘‘I 
thought there would be notrouble, but some 
men have struck, how many I don’t know. I 
haven't bothered myself to find out. The 
brewery is running just as usual, you can see. 
It will run just the same. That is all I have to 
say. 
‘*Why did the men leave you to-day?’’ 
don't know. You'll have to ask them. 
They care more forthe lies of paid agitators 
than my warnings. I talked to them likea 
friend; I did my duty to them as an employer, 
but they went. I can replace them easily. We 
never had any trouble about wages. They 
never demanded an increase. 

Did you object to their membership in the 
Union?“ 

Not at all, so long as they did not annoy 
brewers with boycotts. If they want to be- 
long to unions thatis their lookout, but they 
must not be concerned in any boycotting 
schemes. I told them if they would stop an- 
noying Schnaider and Stifel | would not saya 
word more about their Union.’’ 

‘*‘I see policemen at your gates—do you an- 

ticipate trouble?’’ 
None at all. Idid not ask for the police. 
They came without anybody asking. I guess 
the department believes an ounce of preven 
tion is worth a pound of cure.“ 

There are three policemen —— the 
ates at Lemp’s, and at the Anheuser-Busch 
zrewery there are four, all loitering about, 
They have absolutely 
nothing to do but scare small boys away. 
George Krumsick, Vice-President of the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewing As-ociation, was 


unable to say how manv men were out. He 
would not know until night. The number was 
not sutliciemt to interfere with the 
workings of the brewery. No dif- 
culty was being experienced in 


obtaining men to fill the strikers’ 2 he 
said. He did not fear violence. The police 
were not placed in the yard at his request. 
They came unsolicited. He had no doubt the 
outcome would be the men out would lose 
their positions. 

THE UNION HAD A MEETING 

last night at Central Turner Hall, attended by 
all the members, nearly a thou- 
sand. They were addressed by Max Stoehr 
and others upon the rights and wrongs of 
labor in general, the brewing con- 
tingent in particular. Charles G. 
Stifel’s remark that so angered the union men 
at the time was dilated upon. It was in this 


meeting that it was resolved by 
the workmen who remained at 
the breweries resterday to come 
out. This morning there was another meet- 


ing of the Union at the hall, and the new 
strikers were therein full force. The reports 
from the various breweries to the meeting 
showed the strikers to-day are as follows;

leges and throughout this country cenerally 
affords same of our English cousins an oppor- 
tunity to say a great deal more than is war- 
ranted about eliminating delight and 

leasure from the system ot exercise, 

he fact that some of our medical 
writers have advocated the training of 
the gymnasium in preference to the 


rougher and sometimes more brutal field 
games so popular in England, gives rise to 
criticism of a plan that shuts the pupil from 
the free air and sunshine, and subjects him to 
an indoor system in which there is neither ex- 
citement nor healthful profit. Objections of 
this sort are made in ignorance of the Ameri- 
can gymnasium. 

The excitement of outdoor sports is due to 
the spirit of emulation that inspires the con- 
testants, a spirit that may be as strongly 


operative in the gymnasium as on the 
common. The varieties of competitive 
exercise to be found in gymnasia 


may be productive of the liveliest excitement 
of blood and spirits without giving rise to the 
violence that not infrequently demoralizes 
the participants in out-of-door pastimes, and 
has anything but a heaithful or helpful infiu- 
ence upon temperament and character, The 
sanitary intelligence shown in the construc- 
tion of gymnasia secures all the advantages 
of out-door employment, the air being pure, 
fresh, and freely admitted to the spacious 
rooms, so that there is never a fetid or un- 
wholesome atmosphere. 2 
The scientific discipline of muscles — 
development of physique is [confessed! — 
rior to the benefit of chance sport in 
conceivable way, and the gymnasium, inst >. 
of being a place of hard work and dispiriting 
influences, is stimulating and entertaining to 
mind and body underthe course of practice 
prescribed. Moreover, the gymnasium is not 
designed or intended to supersede that of out- 
door athletics, but to supplement and digni'y 
them. The two gotogether in most of our 
colleges, and the gymnasia privately con- 
ducted in our large cities are often substi- 
tutes for the very sports their patrons are 
precluded from enjoying. 

Athietics areata higher excellence and are 
more largely in favorin America now than 
they ever were before, and the gymnasium,

The first club exclusively for women in Lon- 


don was started in 1876. It wasthe work ofa 
clergyman’s widow, who erceived that 
women, like men, would be glad of a perma- 
nent address, an accessible stopping place 
where they could command refreshments and 
the advantages ofatemporary dwelling ina 
central part of the town, when required by 


business or pleasure. its members now 
number nearly 200, including the

The Somervilie Club is more for working- 
women. There is no entrance fee and the an- 
nual subscription is 5 shillings.

The club was opened 
in 1878, and has proved immensely popular. 

The Alexandra is an exciusive club, started 
in 1884, from which men, even as guests. are 
rigorously excluded. The standard of eig. 
bility is that which would secure admission 
her Majesty’s drawing-rooms. It started with 
200 members and now numbers 500. An en- 
trance fee of two guineas, an annual subscrip- 
tion of the same for townspeople and +! 10s 
for country members furnishes the fund on 
which it is kept up. The Alexandra aud Vic 
toria Clubs furnish bedroom accommodations 
for ladies who wish to dress for the evening or 
make a longer stay. ° 

The Albemarle; which takes its name from 
the street on which it is situated, is limited 4% 
600 members, one-half of each sex. Five 
guineas isthe annual subscription, Gentle- 
men must be 21 years of age and ladies 18 be- 
fore they can be admitted. It has been estabd- 
lished about ten years on its present footing.

A TOUCHING LAMENT. 

Every Republican Convention recently 
held denounced the exercise of the veto 
power by the President. This is in 
accordance with an inherent tendency of 
the party to scatter the public money on 
general principles, and to oppose what- 
ever tends to check a lavish outflow from 
the national Treasury. It will be 
observed that Mr. J. P. Upron, in

It does not matter from what source the 
charge comes, its truth is equally undeni- 
able. Itis no answer to say that the Re- 
publicans of Missouri, having control of 
the railroads, sold them to private specu- 
lators at swindling prices. The party in 
power is responsible for all its acts and 
omissions, aud the record of the Demo- 
cratic party of Missouri, “in dealing with 
the railroads, calls for punishment, and 
the only circumstance which has thus far 
saved it is the lack of leadership and 
judgment among the Republicans.

NEW YORK, September 2.—The WORLD to-day 
says: The Republican party isinabad way 
in nearly every State wherein an election is to 
be held this year.

The Post- 
master-General bas recently issued a ‘letter- 
sheet envelope,’ the authority for which is 
found in an appropriation bill passed over 
seven years ago, which permitted the Post- 
master-General ‘to take the necessary steps to 
introduce and furnish for public use a letter- 
sheet envelope, on which postage stamps of 
the denominations now in use on ordering en- 
velopes shali be placed.’ The same section 
authorized the Postmaster-General to make a 
similar experiment with ‘double’ or ‘return 
postal cards’ and ‘double letter envelopes,’ 
which bore double postage and might be re- 
turned to the sender without further payment. 
These experimental devices have not n put 
in use in the seven years that have passed, 
and Mr. Vilas has just sent out his first ‘letter- 
sheet envelopes.’ These somewhat intricate 
constructions, which are accom led by and 
need explanatory cards, cost more than 
stamped envelopes and each of them costs 
about the same as a stamped envelope and a 
sheet of paper. They require more time for 
foiding than letters placed in ordinary en- 
velopes, are less secure, as the ends may be 
easily broken off, they cannot be copied ina 
letter - press, and have to be handled and kept 
witb some Care to retain their usefulness. The

A LOVER’S DESPAIR, 


The Sad Suicide of Jacob L. Finn, a Young 
New Yorker. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

NEW YORK, September 2.—Jacob L. Finn, 
the 18-year-old son of Morris Finn, acioak 
manufacturer, committed suicide yesterday 
morning by shooting himself through the 
head with a revolver at his home, 2082 Fifth 
avenue. At 9 o’clock young Finn had not 
made his appearance at the store, and bis 
father went back to the house 


to see what the trouble was. He 
knocked at the door of his son’s bedroom, 
when the sharp report of a pistol echoed 
through the house. The sound came from 
young Finn’s room, and his father threw his 
weight against the door, which flew open and 
revealed the apparently lifeless form of the 
young man lying onthe bed. Blood trickled 
down his face from a wound in the right tem- 
ple, and close beside him was a large revolver. 
The father ran down stairs, calling out in his 
frenzy that his son had shot himself. Some 
of the neighbors hastened to his assist- 
ance, and Dr. Brockway was called. The 
young man was still altwe when the doctor ar- 
rived, but unconscious. Aiter an examina- 
tion the doctor pronounced the wound fatal. 
Within halt an hour the young man expired 
WITHOUT RECOVERING CONSCIOUSNESS. 

The police were notified and the Coroner sent 
for. Coroner Eidmann visited the house yes- 
terday and gavea burial permit. When the 
POST - DISPATCH reporter called he was seen by 
Mr. Hayes, a brother of the suicide’s mother. 
He said that young Finn vas a youth of good 
habits and held a responsible position in his 
father’sestablishment. From the Coroner and 
some of the neighbors it was learned that for 
two years past Finn has been paying atten- 
tion to a young girl named Clara Simmons of 
222 Spring street, and employed as a sales- 
woman in a Broadway store. He was devoted 
to her, but her people objected to the giri 
marrying him, urging that she was too young, 
being but 17. On Monday night young Finn 
called on his sweetbeart and proposed that 
they pe married in spite of objections. She 
refused and ne went away threatening suicide. 
Fearing he might put his threat into execution 
she sent him a telegram on Tuesday consenting 
to wed him at any time. She said last night, 
through ber sobs, that she feared the telegram 
had not reached him. The suicide left three 
letters, one to his father, another to his sweet- 
heart andathird to his sister Lena, which 
outlines his 


REASON FOR HIS ACT. 

His letter to his father is a wonderful evidence 
of the calmness with which he proposed to 
take his life. He could, he wrote, spend a week 
writing reasons for the deed. After express- 
ing a hope that his father would bear up under 
his grief he entered upon a detailed review of 
the department of his father’s business 
of which he was the head. In bis communi- 
cation to hia sister he recommended the young 
girl he would have made his wife to her care 
and affection and explained his suicide in this 
sentence: ILam about realizing a desire that 
I have entertained.to a greater or less extent 
ever since I began do think of anything. Life 
under any circumstances is not worth living.’’ 
His letter to his sweetheart reads as follows: 
Miss Clara Simmons, No. 222 Spring Street: 

Mr DEAR CLARA—You may weil say I have 
no right to call you dear Clara when about to 
plunge you into a misery of which our com- 
panionship for the past three years has II- 
prepared you; for this cowardly desertion it 
would be worse than useless to attempt to 
make any excuse. To say I love you in the 
face of what I am about to do would seem a 
mockery. I have not even the consolation of 
imagining that we may meet in some future 
state of existence. For if there is a 
hereafter, where rewards and punish- 
ment are meted out us ac- 
cording to our actions on this earth, 
then Iam assuredly destined for hell as you 
are for heaven. 

The only thing that lightens the gloom by 
which everything is covered, in my eyes, iu 
the hope that in time to come you will forget 
me, or at least remember me without pain. 
dare not ask for forgiveness either from 
you or from God—if there be aGod. I have 
an idea it may be and probably is an over- 
drawn one that,reared under different circum- 
stances, there are in me the essentials for the 
making of 

A GOOD MA. 

But I cannot blame circumstances for what I 
bring upon myself. This one act with our 
present relations makes me meaner in my own 
eyes than I can ever be in yours. Igo, either 
to be lost in oblivion or to the fate that in all 
justice I deserve. Good-by, dear. Well may 

ou curse the day we first met. What you 

ave suffered through me was too much with- 
out this. But I have the dim hope that should 
there bea purgatory from whence in the far 
future one may rise there would be the possi- 
bility of our meeting, not as lovers, Dut as 
worshipped and worshipper.

DETROIT’S NEW PITCHER. 


Henry O'Day of Savannah Signed with the 
Wolverines—His Record. 


Detroit has bought a pitcher who will hold 
their newly signed Gillen. He is the Savan- 
nah pitcher whom Gillen caught. His name is 
Henry O’Day. In 1883 O’Day pitched for the 
Toledo Club, and ranked sixth among four- 
teen, amongst whom were Foutz of the St. 
Louis Browns, who ranked fifth, and Getzein 
of Grand Rapids, seventh. He pitched in 


twenty-nine games gluring that season, and 
his club won the championskip in the North- 
western League, by fifty-six games, leading 
saginaw with Clarkson; Peoria, Grand Rapids, 
wit Getzein, and Carathers of the St. Louis 
Browns; Bay City with Foutz, and three 
other clubs. O’Day’s batting average in 
1883 was 247, and fielding 886 ne 
pitcher. In 1884 Toledo was elected to 
the American Association, being the strong- 
estclub ofthe Northwestern League and in- 
cluded amongst its players, Curtis Welch, 
now the famous center fielder of the Browns 
of St. Louis; Sam Barkley of last year’s 
Browns, now of Pittsburg; Tommy Poorman, 
now of Boston; Tony Mullane, now of Cin- 
cinnati; MeGuire, now of Philadelphia, and 
other more or less celebrated players, all 
under the management of Charley Morton, 
Detroit’s first manager last season. The 
Toledo Club in 1884 did not prove successtul 
either financialiy: or as a winner, and 
at the end of the season disbanded. It 
was a combination of some great 
players, off balanced by inferior 
ones. It finished eighth among 
thirteen clubs, leading Brooklyn, Virginia, 
Pittshurg, Indianapolis and Washington. 
O Day's batting average was .209, and he 
played sixty-five games. He pitched in forty 
of them, with a fielding ave eof .88. In 
1885 he began the season with Pittsburg of the 
American Association, for which club he 
pitched thirteen games, and ranked with Gal- 
vin about midway amongsttwenty-six. His 
batting, however, was high, .225, or thirty- 
fifth among 101 players. His arm being in poor 
condition, he was released at his own request 
in the middle of the season. After a rest 
he joined the Nationals of Washington, 
which club was a member of the Eastern 
League, and included among its players Sam 
Trott, now of Newark; Paul Cook, now of 
Louisville; Baker and Knowles, of the Wash- 
ington team this year; Chris Fulmer, now 
catcher for Baltimore; White, now short stop 
for Louisville, and leading the association in 
that position; Burch, the ‘‘slugger’’ of this 
year’s Brooklyns, and other now celebrated 
players. O’Day pitched fifteen games with 
the low average of .074 runs earned off him, 
the true criterion ofa pitcher’s strength. 
He led a'l the pitchers of the 
Eastern League, including the famous 
phenomenal Smith of Newark; Barr 
of Washington, Pyle of Virginia, Tiernan of 
Trenton, now of Jersey City, and twenty-four 
others, and his club won the Eastern League 
championship. The present year he was 
signed by Charley Morton for his Savannah 
Club and has played fifty-one games with it, 
or most every geome. playing either as out- 
fielder or infielder while not pitching. He has 
itched thirty-seyen games, and his club now 
eads in the Southern League race. He has 
pitched ten games with only four or less hits 
being made off his delivery, and has a 
high fielder’s average of .945, anda bat- 
ting average of .200, whichis fair for a pitch- 
er. He ranks third amongst twenty-two 
pitchers, and only led by Baker of Nashville 
who at present is incapacitated by a sore hand 
—and Knouff of Memphis, and he has pitched 
more games than eitherofthem. Heis not a 
‘‘phenomenon,’’ has no ‘‘terrific’’ speed, no 
‘‘marvelous’’ drop, but is just a good every- 
day pitcher who has never played in the Na- 
tional League and faced its heavy batters, but 
ifgiven a fair show will doubtless be of good 
Assistance to Detroit in its present crippled 
condition in the box,

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ALL FOR NOTHING. 


A History of Boston’s Herculean Efforts to 
Secure Jack Glasscock. 


President Soden of the Boston club has 
authorized the publication of the fol- 
lowing history of his efforts to se- 
cure Glasscock: Boston’s efforts to secure 
Glasscock put the work of all other 
Clubsin the shade. These efforts have been 
made by a special agent, clothed with un- 
limited powers, by correspondence between

$15,000 the St. Louis club would dispose of its 
players and League franchise to the Boston 
club, on condition that the Boston ciub would 
give a bond that it would fulfillall of the opbii- 
gations then existing between the St. Louis 
club aud the League, This proposition 
was at once rejected by the Boston 
directors because the charter of the Boston 
Club prohibits the directors from locating a 
base ball team in any other city than. Boston; 
and because the proposition was too prepos- 
terous to be considered for a moment by busi- 
ness men. To accept the St. Louis proposi- 
tion would be to entail a loss of from $% to 
$8,000, in addition to the $15,000 to be paid for 
the franchise.

Mr. Joseph Pulitzer’s Rare Treat to the 
Working Members of the New York Press 
~The Excursion to Spring Lake, N. 3.

Appreciated.

NEw YORK, September 2.—There may have 
been happter men in this country yesterday 
than the couple of hundred of newspaper 
makers who went to Spring Lake, N.J., on the 
excursion given through the New York Press 
Club by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, but they were 
out of sight. It is not often that more than 
a dozen reporters and editors can get to- 
gether for afewhours’ enjoyment and yes- 
terday those who were present on the ex- 
cursion made the most of the opportunity.

HABD AGROUND. 


The Predicament of the Guion Steamship 
Alaska in Gedney’s Channel. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATSAH. 

NEW Tonk, September 2.—The Guion steam- 
ship Alaska, which grounded Tuesday in Ged- 
ney’s Channel, remained fast all day yester- 
day. She was surrounded by tugs whose 
Owners were anxious to fasten a line to the 
big steamer. The Merritt Wrecking Com- 
pany’s boat made an unsuccessful attempt In 
the morning to pull her off, but after that 


Capt. Murray saw that nothing could be done 
until high tide at 10 p. m. and refused all 
offers of assistance. The steamer lay in 
an easy position on a sandy bottom 
and soundings all around her showed a depth 
of twenty-seven feet, while she onty draws 
—— 2 At the company’s office it was 
thought that she would be able to proceed as 
s00D 4s she got off, which she was expected to 
do at high tide. Experienced pilots, howg 
ever, shook their heads and said that many a 
good vessel had left her bones to mark the 
spot she had been expected to clear at the 
next high tide. Even should the Alaska get 
afloat without damage the loss to the Guion 
Company will be large. The Alaska has 
on board 124 saloon passengers. They 
all stuck dy the ship yesterday 
and it was said that the passengers were hav- 
ing a good time, eng oe pass away the 
hours very pleasantly. he North German 
Lioyd steamship, which sailed in the after- 
noon, received the mails from the stranded 
vessel. Capt. Murray said yesterday that it 
was 5 o’clock when he left the pier. When be 
reached the lower bay a misty rain was fall- 
ing. It was 7 o’clock when Gedney’s 
Channel was reached and all lights were ob- 
scured. Theengines were slowed down but 
in less than ten minutes the steamer ran 
aground. An effort was made to back off and 
then the pilot was sent ashore with 
telegrams tothe agents in New York. Harry 
Burnett, the pilot on board, is an experienced 
pilot and is held iu no way to blame for the 
accident. Shortly before5o’clock last even- 
ing preparations were completed for a de- 
termined pullat the grounded steamship at 
high tide; fifteen tugs were steaming at heavy 
hawsers, but their efforts were in vain. It is 
probable that all of her cargo 
will have to de discharged. It is 
likely too that unless the steamship 
is floated at the next high tide the passengers 
will request to be transferred to another 
steamer. Commodore Benham said last night 
that one of the buoys in the channel had been 
moved from its position by the Government 
dredge at work there. He also said he wished 
to warn all pilots that they must not depend 
upon the buoys in the channel for their course 
while the dredge was at work there.

Jacobs Oil trade-marks, contended however, 
that sufficient similarity existed between the 
term St. Patricks applied by Churchill & Co. 
and St. Jacobs as used 2 the Vogeler Com- 
pany to cause confusion in the minds of the 

ublic and lead to purchasers being deceived. 

n support of this position they sub an 
overwhelming amount of evidence from En- 
glish, American and Australian sources withthe 
result stated. Under the decision of the Court, 
Churchill & Co. cannot register their mark and 
must pay costs of the case. This is the second 
trade-mark suit won by the Vogeler Company 
in England within three years.

THE SUBSTITUTE. 


A Compromise Adopted on the 
Submission Plank. 


A Hot Debate in the Republican 
State Convention at Sedalia. 


J. K. Cravens of Kansas City Nom- 
inated for Supreme Judge. 


H. J. Warren of Hannibal for Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction and G. W. 
Hitchings for Railroad Commissioner— 
The Radical Platform—Organization of 
the New State Central Committee—How 
the Party Stands on the Submission Ques- 
tion—Filley Downed—An All-Night Ses- 
sion—The Convention Adjourns Sine Die.

SEDALIA, September 2.—In the Republican 
State Convention yesterday at the evening 
session the committee on organization report- 
ed as follows: Chairman, J. B. Bosford of 
Kansas City; Secretary, Winfield Miller of 
Caldwell County ;Assistant Secretaries, Joseph 
A. Wherry of St. Louis, C. C. Johnson of Jack- 
son, E. R. Shipley of Greene, and Fred Gerber 


was recommended: 
1. Report of Committee on Resolutions. 
Speeches onthe resolutions to be limited to 
ten minutes, and no delegate to speak more 
than once. 
2. Nominations for Supreme Judge, Superin- 
tendent of Schools and RailroadCommissioner. 
8. Appointment of a State Central Commit- 
tee, consisting of two from each district and 
four at large, the committee to select its own 
chairman. a 

The report was adopted and Col. Botsford 
was escorted tothe chair and made a brief 
speech, which was loudly applauded. 
Messrs. Buckley of St. Louis, Smith of Mon- 
roe and Kimbali of Nevada were elected mem- 
bers-at-large of the State Central Committee. 

The Committee on Credentials made a re- 
port seating the delegates of the Grund wing 
of the St. Louis party and refusing to recog- 
nize the Filley primaries. 

THE PLATFORM. 


At 11 p. m. the Convention took a recess 
until midnight. Upon reassembling the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions made the following re- 
port: 

The Republicans of the State of Missouri in 
convention assembled hereby declare: 

I. That the lapse of time and constant ex- 
perience in the conduct of public affairs fora 
quarter of a century has only served to 
strengthen and intensify our allegiance to 
those principles of self-government that have 
ever been the guiding star of the Republican 
party of the nation. 

2. The record of the National Administra- 
tion for the past eighteen months has proven 
the unfitness of the Democratic p 
rule, not only by its utter failure to keep 
the promises made tothe people during the 
campaign of 1884, but by its failure to origi- 
nate any measures ot relief whereby the ex- 
penses of government can be reduced, or the 
relations of capital to labormore equitably 
adjusted, or by any other beneficent measure 
in the interest of the people. It promised to 
de the friend and adyocate of civil service 
reform; it has lostno opportunity to cripple 
the efficiency and thwart the efforts of the 
commission who have charge of that reform, 
and has made civil-service reform odious by 
not only removing, but attempting, in utter 
disregard of justice, to blacken the character 
of thousands of our best citizens, many of 
them old soldiers who have been removed 
under the cowardly subterfuge of offensive 
partisanship. It promised thatthe expressed 
wili of the people should be obeyed. Presi- 
dent Cleveland has vetoed more bills passed 
by Congress during the last session than were 
ever vetoed before by all the Presidents 
of the Kepublic together since its foun- 
dation. It promised a reduction in the 
number of Government officials. It has 
largely increased the number of the employes 
ofthe departments at Washington. It prom- 
ised tariffreform. It has utteriy failed, even 
under the pressure of Presidential and Cabinet 
influence, to agree on such a measure, much 
less to pass it in the body where they have an 
overwhelming majority. We are therefore 
presented withjthe spectacie of an Administra- 
tion whose term of office is already more than 
one-third gone, that has utterly failed to re- 
deem even the least of the pledges by and 
through which it came into power.

Wecharge the Democratic party with 
having permitted abuses in the matter of trans- 
portation by refusaito pass effective laws for 
the regulation of railroads, protection alike 
tothe companies and the people, which has 
led to pooling, to the abrogation of all com 
petition and to rates so burdensome that the 
aggregate charges exceed annually those made
